\i3rv is not too early to s t a r t 
p l a n n i n g next reason's 
garden!

mull over, Thomas cited a group j 
of ten new vegetables which can 
become top performers during J 
1950. 
In his preview of the n e w- 
romers, Thomas detailed veg­ 
etable newcomers which vet­ 
eran plantation already have , 
developed and perfected. 
Two of the vegetables have re­ 
ceived high praise in the horti-; 
cultural w^Ui. They are Top- 
crop. a snap bean bred by the 
U. s. Department of Agricul­ 
ture; and Cfcbnn. a squash orig­ 
inated by the University of Con- \ 
necticut. 
The new varieties follow; 
I. Topcrop. It is of high qual­ 
ity, early maturing, stringless 
and fiberless. It has yielded 
a 
third more than other h e a v y 
bearers. 
It 
is 
i m m u n e 
to I 
diseases, common bean mosaic 
and shiny-pod. Beans may 
be 
harvested in two or three heavy 
pickings, which allows m o r e 
repeat plantings.

5. Purdue Hawkesbury. It is 
an improved watermelon with 
resistance to wilt. It produces 
as well as the older Hawkes­ 
bury, and is earlier with red­ 
der flesh and rind of m o r e 
unifot rn thickness. 
0 Congo. A new* watermelon 
of the large, semi-long type. It 
has done w*ell in the South and 
in some northern states. It has 
tough rind, and firm flesh. In­ 
dividual melons often weigh 60 
pounds. 
7. Yampa. A potato introduc­ 
tion from Colorado. 
It is m e­ 
dium-early, w'hite-skinned w*ith 
resistance to early blight, scab, 
leaf roll and some resistance to 
late blight in the High Plains. 
It is w*eli adapated to light, 
sandy 
soils 
but 
often cracks
